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IN FINAL SLEEP 


Well Known Physician Dies al 
Home in This City, 


Dr. Gaston Had Resided in Atlanta 


Since 1883—His Scientific In- 
vestigations Gave Him an 
Irternational Repu- 
tation. 


Dr. James McFadden Gaston, Sr., one 
of the best known and most prominent 
physicians jn Atlanta, and a pioneer prac- 
titioner of this city, died yesterday morn- 
ing shortly after $3 o'clock at 42! 
Capitol avenue. Dr. Gaston had been 
in il health for some years. 

Funeral seryices will be conducted at 
the residence this afternoon at _ 2:30 
o'clock. The interment will be in West- 
View cemetery. 

Dr. Gaston had resided in Atlanta‘since 
1883 and during that time established a 
splendid practice. He was a man of 
international reputation, having for sev- 
eral years been a resident and practi- 
tioner of medicine in Brazf. Dr. Gasten 
was regarded as a strong factor in medi- 
cal and surgical circles and during his 
period of practice in Atlanta won hosts 
of friends. After the news of his death 
became known, many leading citizens of 
the city called at the residence during the 
day and last night. 

On November 4, 1852, Dr. Gaston mar- 
r.ed Miss Sue G. Brumby, daughter of 
Professor R. T. Brunyby, of the Univer- 
sity of South Carolina, Columbia. He 
is survived by his wife, and of thejr 
ten children, the following are living: 
Dr. James McFadden Gaston, Jr.: Mrs. 
Mary Bufford Gresham, Mrs. Keziah 
Brevard Kolb, Mrs. Kate Shaw and Mrs. 
Susan Eloise Gay. H. L. Blackford and 
Miss Hattie Blackford are his oldest 
grandchildren. The deceased was a 
consistent member of the Georgia Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church. 

A Native «f South Carolina 

Dr. Gaston was a son of Dr. John 
Brown and Polly (Buford) Gaston, grand- 
son of Joseph Gaston, and was born De- 
cember 27, 1824, near Chester, 8S. C. He 
attended the common schools of his na- 
tive county, and obtained an academic 
education at Russel] Place, in Kershaw 
district. At the age of 16 he entered 
the South. Carolina college, Coiumbia, 
and was graduated A. B. in December, 
1643; commenced the study of medicine 
1843 at his home in Chester, under 
the direction of his father, Dr. John B. 
Gaston; atteaded one course of lectures 
at the University of Pennsylvania, med- 
ical department, and one course at the 
médical college of the state of South Car- 
olina, receiving from this — institution 
the degree of M, D., March 6, 1864. He 
immediately entered upon the practice of 
medicine in Chester District, S. C., in 
partnership with his father, which rela- 
tion was continued unfil the fall of 1852, 
when he removed to Columbia, 8S. C., 
where he practiced his profession in part- 
nership with Dr. A. N. Talley. He was 
an elder in the First Presbyterian church 
there. At the opening of the civi] war, 
Dr. Gaston enlisted in the Columbia 
wrays. and entered service at Morris isl- 
and, where he was appointed chief sur- 
geon of the South Carolina forces under 
the command of Brigadier General M. L. 
Bonham. Surgeon Gaston accompanied 


; General Bonham to. Richmond; Va., and 
i when the troops were removed to Ma- 


nassas, he was assigned a medical direc- 
tor of the department, under Brigadicr 
General G. T. Beauregard. After the first 
battle of Manassas, Dr. Gaston, at his 
own requegt, was transferred by 
Genera! Beauregard to the Third 
brigade South Carolina volunteers, 
under Briagdier Genera] Rn. li. 
Anderson, until this officer was 
appointed major general, Dr, Gaston was 
then promoted to chief surgeon of his 


Pennsylvania campaigns. -By special or- 
of the surgeon general, Dr. Gaston 
went to the relief of the wounded after 
the battle of Chickamauga, and, assisted 
Dr. S. H. Stout, medical director Of hos- 
pitals in the secéndary operations at Ma- 
rietta, An application was made by 
Surgeon Stout for the transfer of Sur- 
geon Gaston to his department, but he 
was ordered, instead, to report to the 
medical director of hospitals in General 
Beauregard’s division, and was Sent to 
establish a gentral hospital at fort 
Gaines, Ga. He Was subsequently in 
charge of a general hospital at Fort Val- 
ley, where he reMained On duty until 
the close of the war. 

After the cessation of hostilities in 1865, 
Dr. Gaston went to Brazil, where he al- 
tended the lectures of the Imperia] Acad- 
amy of Medicine, and in 1873 received 
the ad eundem degree, entitling him to 
practice medicine in that country. He 
was offered the position of consulting 
surgeon. of the military medical staff of 
Brazil, but declined. After removing with 
his family to the province of St. Paulo, 
in 1867, Dr. Gaston practiced his profes- 
sion six years in the interior towns. In 
1874 he removed to the city of Campinas, 
Brazil, and practiced medicine there until 
his return to the United States in 1883. 
since which time Atlanta has been his 
permanent residence. Soon after settling. 
in Atlanta, he opened a surgical infirm- 
ary in connection with his surgical prac- 
tice, and in 1884 was elected professor of 
the principles and practice of surgery’ in 
the Southern Medical college, Atlanta, to 
which he devoted his best energies until 
his resignation on account of advancéd 
age and declining health. 

Dr. Gaston having made experiments 
upon dogs for the formatiqn Of a com- 
munication between the gall bladder and 
the duodenum, or upper portion of the 
small intestine, was Known as a pioneer

TO HOPE OF RECONCILIATION 
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DEMOCRATS SHOULD SHOW 
NO HASTE. SAYS SEN. CLAY

Washington, November 15.—-(Special.)— 
In an interview published in today’s New 
York Herald, Senator Clay thls outlines 
the democratic attitude on the Panama 
situation: 


‘IT am sure, from what I have heard

“T have given sore? attention to the 


Panama situation, &4nd I find that Co- 
lombia has a population of 3,000,000 peo- 
ple and Panama has but 285,000. Pan- 
ama is a part of Colombia and subject to 
the laws of the Cdlombian government, 
It appears that Panama has seceded and 
set up a government of her own. Co- 
lombia asserts that Panama has no right 
to do so, and will attempt to bring her 
back to the parent government. Now, 
the situation, so far as the United States 
is concerned, is a very serious one. We 
do not know officially that the president 
has recognized Panama as an independent 
nation. To soOlve a great question like 
this it is necessary to understand inter- 
national Jaw. When Panama left the Co- 
lombian government and set up a govern- 
ment of her own, under international law, 
we were entitled to treat her as a bellig- 
erent—as a government struggling for ex- 
istence and trying to estaDlish her inde- 
pendence from the mother country.’ It 
is going a long way to recognize the in- 
dependence of a government and treat it 
in its independent capacity and relieve it 
from its obligations to the parent coun- 
try.. Such a course would likely offend 
the Colombian government. 

“Te J remember correctly,

Bishops from a half dozen states, all 
prominent in the church, priests from 
a score of adfacent cities in Georgia and 
out of Georgia. with laymen who have 
attained distinction in professional and 
business Hfe, were participants and ob- 
servers of a work which rarely comes to 
even a devout Catholic twice in life. 


All Macon Seen Dedication. 

All Macon and much of central Geor- 
gin was present, so it seemed, to witness 
the various stages of transforming St. 
Joseph, that magnificent edifice, from an 
ordinary structure to a house conse- 
crated to the cause of the Master. Upon 
sidewalks within reach of the church, 
from windows of nearby residences, and 
from housetops the curious and the 
anxious looked upon the work taking 
place on the outside, while every seat, 
whether a pew seat or a chair in the 
aisle, was occupied by either a Catholic 
or a member of some other denomination 
anxious to see a Catholic church dedi- 
cated. 

The exercise began at 10:30 and last- 
ed until aftef f o'clock, every feature 
being full ef intense and thrilling interest 
not only to the initiated Catholic, but 
to the laymen of other denominations:

Gn the contrary he was direct 
and pointed, saying what he wanted to 
Say with a directness and force which 
left no doubt as to what he meant. 

Bishop Keiley on Truth. 

Truth was analyzed by the orator in 
about the same manner as it is generally 
handled. He found but one ingredient 
in- his vessel after the analysis but his 
theme—truth. It was, he declared, one 
of the cardinal and essential points In 
every man’s life, and in no man’s life 
could it be found wanting if the man 
was moral.or worthy of countenance.

It was in handling this section of his

Statehood For Oklahoma. 

Single or double statehood is always 
a burning issue in the territories of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory. The 
Washington politicians of both parties 
have from the beginning favored single 
statehood for both while in the terri- 
tories themselves the prepondent sen- 
timent in each has been for double 
statehood. The best interests of both 
seems to lie logically and strongly in 
that direction. 

Oklahoma has over 400,000 people, 
ten’ times more than Nevada, while 
the Indian Territory has nearly 600,- 
000, or fifteen times the Nevada popu- 
lation: It seems, at first blush, that the 
people of the two territories ought to 
be homogeneous and contented as 
citizens of the same state, but they 
are not themselves of that mind. The 
Oklahomans are independent pioneers 
who invaded their land under Captain 
Payne and forced the government to 
divide the territory and give them a 
territorial autonomy, and a delegate in 
congress. Indian Territory is owned 
by the Five Nations of Indians, white 
men are there by sufferance and such 
as own land are squaw men, the hus- 
bands of Indian women. They know 
nothing by study and experience of 
any other than tribal. governments and 
Indian customs, but there are plenty 
of white men there who would run a 
State government all right enough. 

Oklahoma would have been a state 
ten years ago hadit not been for Gro- 
ver Cleveland who swore with a great 
big D that he would never put his fish- 
line autograph to a bill that would put 
“two more silver lunatics in the United 
States senate.” That objection being 
no longer valid Oklahoma, at least, 
deserves speedy statehood 
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The Sanitary Boll Weevil. 

It is a wise provision that when 
men persist in stubborn follies Provi- 
dence seems to finally take a fall out of 
their. pride and bring them down to a 
cold compliance with the common 
Sense they should have used without 
being whipped up to it.

Boasting of French Bubble. 

Mr. Christian consented to tell the re- 
sults of his observations in the land of

“I'll give you a description of Panama 
as it was, as it is and as it can be,”’ 
said Mr. Christian. ‘‘When I went there 
in 1893 the great bubble in which the 
Frenchmen had invested their millions 
hae burst, and all those who had robbed 
the company were gone. Only a few 
decrepit caretakers remained where the 
thousands of laborers had been busy at 
their tasks—only these and the whiten- 
ing bones of those who had perished 
on the fever-haunted marshes of the 
most terrible land on the globe. 

“Standing in ghostly silence, decaying 
from the moist winds that blow contin- 
ually dusing certain hourg of the day, 
were the splendid palaces built by the 
French officers who came over to build 
the canal. Among these establishments 
was the house of De Lesseps, the engi- 
neer who designed the canal. All of 
them were falling to pieces, and neglect 
showed on all sides. 

“T had access to the books 
company through the courtesy of M. 
De Sosa, one of the engineers of the 
canal, and from these books 1 discovered 
exactly what had been expended, both 
on the canal and on the houses and 
other extravagances of the officers. Some 
of those residendes were the biggest 
swindles ever perpetrated on any people. 
The house occupied by De Lesseps could 
have been built for $15,000, but it was 
placed on the books of the company at 
a cost Of $150,000. <A few one-story

MILLIONS MUST BEEXPENDED |

Culebra stan@s today almost as if it had 
never known the prick of the laborer’s 
shovel. Millions more will have to be 
poured into that black land of death 
before the mountain disappears from the 
path of progress and the waters of the 
Atlantic and The Pacific unite. This, or 
a system of locks in connection with 
Chagres river, is said by eminent en- 
gineers to be the only solution of the 
isthmian waterway. 

“It is the Chagres which makes the 
country unfftalthy. Annually it over- 
flows its banks and rushes over the low 
SWamp lands, leaving vegetable and an- 
imal matter to @ecay under the fierce 
rays of the tropic sun and breeding 
strange and swift death for the people 
who inhabit the isthmus. It is the 
source of the most dangerous fever ever 
known, a fever that even the | native 
Africans, brought over by DeLesseps and 
hig company, could not withstand in the 
slightest degree. Thousands and thou- 
sands of them succumbed to its attacks 
shortly after they were landed on the 
fatal coasts. The laborer, picking stead- 
ily at the wall of the canal, would com- 
plain of a slight indisposition, and would 
lean against the bank to rest a moment. 
In that position death would strike him, 
and there today his bones lie. This is 
the story of the fever from one end of 
the land to the other. When fresh dig- 
gings are made ait the present time along 
the half-filled excavations made ten 


years ago, counfless skeletons of these 
unfortunate creatures are found just 
where they fell when overtaken by the 
fever. No man once attacked has ever 
recovered. 
Danger of Dread Fever. 

“Panama and Colon and the country 
between them form the deadliest spot in 
the world. No one ventures out of the 


house after nightfall, if there has been 
the slightest fall of rain, or if the at- 
mosphere is at all damp. It is death to 
do so. Within two hours of such ex- 
posure, or of getting the least wet, the 
dread fever commences, and before mid- 
night the victim has passed away. 

“T crossed the isthmus from ocean to 
ocean on foot, walking along the track 
of the Panama railroad. In no other 
way could I Nave crossed. The interior 
fs a mgss of underbrush so thick rhat 
nothing but reptiles can penetrate it. 
The machete of the native sometimes 
enables him to go short distances, but 
to an Anfértcan of higher and more civil- 
ized lIatitudés a passage is impossible. 
Only a path about a foot wide alongside 
the track of the railroagq affords foot 
passage across the isthmus. This jungle 
is broken by spaces covered with water, 
the very appearance of which provokes 
a shiver in the breast of the beholder. 
Green, its surface mottled with sliney, 
darting creatures, sfagnant, repulsive, 
with reptiles of loathsome character sun- 
ring on the higher spots, one glance at 
the sight tells the history of the fate 
of the workmen who tried to dig the ca- 
nal. ' 

The country is one grand insect nursery. 
Everything is named for an insect or a 
reptile. Cockroaches attain a size and 
ferocity that is wonderful. It is neces- 
sary to protect the hands and feet dur- 
ing sleep to prevent these creatures eat- 
ing off the nails to the quick. All other 
varieties flourish, and their nocturnal 
visits render the life of the visitor a 
burden, 

“It took fowr days to walk across the 
47 miles of the isthmus, In that journey 
I became thoreughly familiar with the 
country and with the proposed route of 
the canal and the work that had been 
done on it by the French eompany. 

“IT was entertained at Colon by Colonel 
Alfred QO, Rives, the eminent engineer and 
the father of Amelie Rives, the novelist, 
Colonel Rives was regarded as one of 
the greatest members of his profession 
that the United States ever produced, and 
he had been employed by the French 
government to look after the canal work. 
I alse met there a son of Captair Berk- 
ley, of this city, He was conducidr on 
the Panama railroad. Many other Amer- 


icans were there at that time, and I sup- 
pose there are even more now. It was 


the idea of Colonel Rives to use the 


Chagres river to filt a system of locks 
across the isthmus and thus obviate the 
difficulty of cutting down -the Culebra 
mountains, but the people in charge did 
not undertake to carry out his plans. 


Advantage of Nicaragua. 

‘In my opinion, there is no question 
as to the supesority of the Nicaragua 
route over the Panama route. It is infi- 
nitely preferable. That part of Nicara- 
gua is a healthy land, where coffee plan- 
tations are numerous and where the peo- 
ple can live in health and securigy. Where 
‘he Panama canal will be. [| have already 
tried tu tell. you; it is a perfect death 
trap. ~ 

“At Colon the buzzards are so thick 
they interfere with the people. They 
walk sedately aiong the streets with the 
passers, they sit on the fences, they pereh 
on the roofs of the houses, and they are 
in evidence wherever the eye turns. Peo- 
ple are buried there twenty in a grave, 
and it is a common practice for the fam- 
ily of a deceased person to rent a coffin 
and take the dead one to the cemetery 
in it. and when the funeral is conciuded 
to return the coffin to the undertaker. 
Panama is better than Colon in some 
respects. It is pleasanter there when 
the breezes blow, and it is perhaps 
a litle healthier. At both places all 
the stores close at I! o'clock in the morn- 
ing aud remain closed until 2 In the af- 
ternoon, while the inhabitants take their 
siesta. No work is ever done in the 
middle of the day, and if it is at all damp 
there,is none done during the entire day. 

“Tg return to the immediate : subject 
of the canal, I will say that parts of it 
that are already completed could be made 
ready for use in a short time and @ith 
little expense. What is done was done 
in a masterly manner. There is nothing 
shoddy about it; it is a standard con- 
struction in every respect. But tt will 
require at the lowest estimate $100,000,- 
000 to reduce Culebra to the level of the 
sea. and cut a passage through its base. 
I am not agi engineer, but it is apparent 
to any sane observer that an enor- 
mous amount of money will be required 
to complete the task so disastrously un- 
dertaken by France. 

‘and I want to say that there was 
never such a Belshagzar’s feast seen in 
the world as went on at the isthmus dur- 
ing the time work was being carried on 
there. I passes human belief. Why, 
one could scarcely walk upon the coast 
near Panama for the broken fragments 
of champagne bottles thrown there by 
the reckless and spendthrift officers who 
were supposed to be soberly attending to 
their duties as superintendents of the ca- 
nal construction. For hundreds and 
hundreds of yards along the beach near 
the city the ground {fs literally covered 
with these evidences of wastefulness and 
extravagance. And that Was only a grain 
of sand in the desert, when all their 
orgies are taken into consideration. 

Orgy of the French. 

The very dredges that were used to 
carry the dirt from the excavations out 
to be dumped in the sea were fitted up 
with cabins on the roofs, and there under 
silken awnings the officers of the com- 
pany sat and sipped their wine and en- 
joyed the breezes in company with scar- 
let women ‘especially imported from Paris 
for their pleasure. The puffing of the 
dredge engines was mingled with the 
sound of merriment and drunken laugh- 
ter, and the invested savings of a nation 
were being squandered by recreant officers 
in such an orgy as was never known 
since the first man appeared in the gar- 
den of Eden.

Goes to Presiding Chait

His Friends, It Is Said, Have Al- 
ready Secured Two-Thirds of the 
Votes in the Next Coun- 
cil, Thus Assuring His 
Blection. 


John H. Harwell, of the first ward, 
will probably be the next mayor pro tem 
ef Atlanta. He is to be the mew alder- 
man from his ward next year, suoceeding 
Alderman M. T. LaHatte, who is now 
the mayor pro tem of Atlanta and whose 
term of Office will expire on the night of 
the first Monday of next January. 

For some time the members of the 
ceunci] of 1904 have been discussing the 
timber that ts available for the place of 
the presiding officer. The choice must 
be restricted to the aldermanic, board, as 
that is the city law upon the question. 
The possible candidates are, therefore, 
narrowed to seven in number and four 
of these have @ciined to accept the 


position. 
This leaves John H. Harwell, George 
H. Sims and James G. Woodward as the 
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JOHN H. HARWELL, 
Alderman-Flect, Who Wil Be 
Chosen Mayor Pro Tem. of At- 
lanta, } 
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only available candidates. Mr. Sims has 
declared that he would rather not Nave 
the place, but would prefer to vote for 
Alderman Harwell, and it may therefore 
be stated that the Only two candidates 
for the position will be Mr, Harwell and 
Mr. Woodward. 

The word ‘‘candidate’’ may be slightly 
misleading because of the fact:that cus- 
tom has decreed that no one must seek 
votes for the place of mayor pro tem 
of Atlanta. The position ts offered by 
the members of council] and if the chosen 
one cares to accept he does so. fit ig 
rarely the cuse, however, that any one 
refuses to serve as the presiding offfficer 
of council. 

It is stated that the friends of Mr. 
Harwell have already secured for him 
about two-thirds of the votes that will 
be in the council of 1904 and if that 
is true his election is assured. It is 
very probable, however, that a caucus 
will be held during which it will be de- 
cided who is to be the candidate for the 
place. 


A Well-Known Figure. 

Mr. Harwell is a well known figure 
in municipal politics. His second term 
as councilman from the first ward is 
now drawing to a close.and he will 
Simply go across the council chamber to 
the aldermanic board. During the last 
two years he has acquired the sobriquet 
“Uncle John" andj by that he fs known 
to every one who deals with political 
affairs In the municipality. 

His predecessor in office, Mr. LaHatte, 
has made not only an excellent presid- 
ing officer during the past year, but 
he las been a valuable member of the 
delegation from the first ward. It will 
be with considerable regret that his con- 
frreres will part with him. 


First Session Was Busy. 


Anniston, Ala., November 15.—(Special.) 
The United States court has adjourned 
and Judge Toulmin and other officials 
have returned to their homes. The first 
session of the federal court ever held here 
was a busy one, and much business was 
transacted. 
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These officers were the purchasing agents 
of the company, and they continually 
bought the most expensi@e machinery 
that the Belgians could produce, and 
when it reached Colon it was uncere- 
moniously dumped into the sea. The 
“loss’’ was reported, of course, and there 
was nothing to do but order more. Here 
is where the officers came in for their 
wealth. On every purchase they were 
allowed 25 per cent of the total cost, 
amounting to millions of dollars in all. 
No Wao@ider they lived high. All this fine 
machinery, bought with the money of 
French peasants and others, now forms 
part of the foundation upon which the 
city of Colon stands—a city shored up 
on the steel bones of the greatest enteér- 
prise and the most scandalous that the 
earth has ever seen. 

Such, briefly, is the past history of the 
Panama canal. Now that the United 
States will soOn acquire possession of 
the right to construct the interoceanic 
waterway, matters will change in that 
region. Within a few yeara the canal 
will be a reality. It is marvelous that 
for #0 long this country has stood idly 
by and refused to listen to the demand 
of the world's commerce that a shorter 
route than around the continent be pro- 
vided, When the United States builds 
the canal, it will have to take steps to 
remedy the unhealthful conditions oh the 
isthmus, and with that successfully ac- 
complished there is nothing to prevent 
the Panama country from becoming one 
of the busiest centers of the world, 

Already the entire guif coast is alive 
with the revivifying effect of the pro- 
jected improévement, and it is ne dream 
to say that before the present generation 
passes from the scene the southern cot- 
ton mille will be supplying all the cloth 
used by South Americans in the manu- 
facture of their clothing, They wear 
nothing but cotton, the masses of them, 
and we will sell it te them. All lines 
of commerce will feel the effect of the 
camal’s stimulus to business, and I look 
for wonderful changes to occur as a

WILL DISCUSS — 
INEBRIATE HOME 


Ministers Expected To In- 
dorse Movement for Pro- 
posed Institution. 


——- 


The mOvement for the establishment 
of tha city and county sanitarium for 
inebriates, recently inaugurated by Ordi- 
nary John R. Wilkinson, is to come be- 
fore the meeting of the Dvangelical Min- 
isters’ Association this morning for in- 
dorsement. 

The ministers are expected to indorse 
the movement and to issue an appeal to 
the city council, the board of county com- 
missioners and the Fulton county grand 
jury in an effort to induce those bodies to 
take suitable action looking to the realiza- 
tion of the proposed plans. The move- 
ment is now well under way, and it is 
believed will be actively pushed by alli 
of the parties interested. 

A communication from Judge Wilkin- 
son wil} be read to the ministers, going 
inta the détails of the project and thor- 
oughly explaining the movement and the 
necessities for the proposed institution. 
It is anticipated that the matter will 
be taken up with the city and county 
authorities -within a short time. 

If the plan is acted on favorably, then 
the legislature will be asked for special 
legislation, granting permission to the 
city and county to operate the sanitarium 
and also vesting in the court officials au- 
thority to sentence inebriates to the in- 
stitution for certain terms or until they 
are cured. It is believed that numbers 


| Of inebriates would be glad of the oppor- 


tunity to go to the sanitarium for care 
and treatment, and that a court sen- 
tence would not be necessary, but’ the 
authority to sentence is desired in those 
cases where the parties would refuse to 
become inmates of their own accord. 

It is argued that the institution would 
be almost self-sustaining, as private 
wards could be established, and it ts 
believed that many inmates would be will- 
ing to pay for private wards. 

A great deal of interest is being man- 
ffested in the movement and numbers of 
people have expressed themselves to 
Judge Wilkinson as favoring it. Dr. 
Massey, physician of the Confederate Sol- 
diers’ home, is advocating the institu- 
tion, and has informed Judge Wilkinson 
of his intention to write articles on the 
subject regarding the needs of such a

j/ern and approyed lines, and its future 


is very -bright. 

The assistant principal furnished «the 
following card, giving his views-on tne 
situation and outlining the work under- 
taken by his school: 

Encouraged by philanthropigts and those 
for whose education. the institution -was 
established, the Fort Valley High and 
InduStria]. school is grasping rapidly and 
infusing effectively the practical side of 
education. Its industria] feature, which 
has been a little more than a skeleton of 
what the friends of the school hope it 
will become,. Is steadily taking on new 
flesh and imparting new life not only to 
the student body, but the community at 
large, and those who are reached by 
the remotest influence of the school. 

It does not assume the proportion that 
is frequently accredited it by those who 
would, have it leap to the Tuskegee plane, 
and it. may never, perhaps, reach this 
stage of equipment, but it has a. large 
field and in many respects a unique one. 
Grounds and buildings and even students 
and teachers do not determine a school. 
It is the character of the teaching that 
tells; it is the life and spirit with which 
the school is saturated. 

Fort Valley is in a seattion where it is 
not necessary to spread very. largely in 
order to accomplish a very great good. 

Little or nothing from a constructive 
viewpoint has been accomplished among 
the colored population in this section. 

It is not an uncommon, oecurrence 
throughout this section to find .a colored 
man owning a thousdand-dollar planta- 
tion and living in a hundred-dollar house, 
making from twenty-five to thirty bales 
of cotton with not a cabbage stalk or a 
potato growing in his garden. He makes 
stove wood out of his shade trees and 
his hay fielda await the application of a 
torch to clear the field for plowing. But 
the fact that they oWn land and cultivate 
it and keep it offers a sure foundation 
upon which to build that which is lacking 
in othes directions. 

The @hite people of this country have 
not to any great extent found it pleasant 
or convenient to teach our people. This 
is not especially in our favor, for the 
southern whites would make the best 


| 


teachers in the world ‘for our people, if 
they could condescend to do it. Since 
they cannot conslsténtly do .so, the high- 
est and best preparation possible should 
be made to fit teachers from within to 
properly lead ahd. guide the miasses. 
Schools entrusted with this resporisibility 
should adopt no short cuts, to hurry out 
into life as mere shapers of wood and 
iron. ; = 

The Fort Valley school hopes to suc- 
ceed elong these Ines. The students 
that go Out from it increase ‘our faith 
and strengthen our hopes. 

A special.feature of the Fort Valley 
work is agriculture, This department is 
presided over by. Professor Mckay Mc- 
Neil, a Hampton graduate. The ultimate 
‘aim of this department is to attract the 
masses to farm life, teaching them that 
farming is honorable, productive’ amd 
fundamental; that it can be made to pay 
lasting dividends in money; rugged hon- 
esty and: usefulness. 

The ‘negro must learn to form stock 
companies, establish. business enterprises 
and trade among his own people. There 
is a fine chance for this in the south, 
better, perhaps, than anywhere elge in the 
United. States at the present time, I 
would not swap his chances with ‘Rus- 
sian, Hungarian, German or Jew, who, 
Oppressed by poverty and racial antipathy 
in the old world, wanders here to find 
mansions and millions in the folly and 
extravagance of the negro people. We 
have been put on record as producers to 
a greater or less degree. Because of 
our false pride and lack of cooperation 
these people come along and suck our 
life blood. They sell cheap jewelry— 
we huy it, They sell gew-gaws—we buy 


them. They cooperate—we Instruct. They 
get rich—we get poor, They pluy wise— 
we play fools. 


The race ne@ds education! lots of it! 
everywhere and always! 

The urgent needs of the Fort Valley 
school are $2,500 to extend the water 
works connection to the school; $2,000 
to complete chapel hall now in process of 
erection; $2,000 to purchase additional 
farm lands, and $5,000 for current ex- 


penses. I am now making a trip north 
in the hope of securing the bulk of this 
money. 

The opening was not as full this year 
&s usual, but the prospects are brighter 
than ever for more effective work.

and is stopping at the Piedmont. 

He came to this city from Athens, 
where he played on Saturday evening, 
and spent yesterday looking over the 
city, and visiting with friends. In speak- 
ing of Atlanta, Mr. Gilmore said: 

‘“Kyvery time I visit this city I notice 
some striamg improyement, thoufih I al- 
ways did find it one of the pleasantest 
places in all the south. But this time I 
Was really astonished, for when I look- 
ed out of my window here in the hotel 
I could searcely realize that I was not 
in New York. Across the street was a 
veritable ‘Flatiron building,’ which I un- 
derstand was built some time before the 
more famous one in New York of that 
design, and of course I suppose the New 
York one was patterned after yours here 
in Atianta. 

“Then looking in other directions 1 saw 
an array of other tall buildings looming 
up against the sky, and all arranged 
like the heart of a great city. Then the 
Piedmont is really metropolitan and al- 
together I agree with those who have 
given Atlanta the name, ‘Emplre City of 
the South.’ ”’ 

Mr. Gilmore talks interestingly of stage 
life and tells some amusing anecdotes of 
his own experiences. In recalling some 
of these last evening Mrs. Gilmore, who, 
by the way, is most handsome and at- 
tractive, told this:

INCREASE. IN SUGAR OUTPUT. 


Over a Million Tons -More This Year 
Than Was Last Year. 
Washington, Nevember 15.—-The depart- 
ment of agriculture, in the official “Crop 
Reporter’ for November, announces that 
the indications are that the world has en- 


cane sugar. The department quotes esti- 
ivates placing-the total preducticn of the 
‘world in the year 1903-04 at 10,425,800 
tons of 2,240 pounds. each, including 
4.342.800 tons of cane sugar, and 6,083.- 
000 tons of beet sugar, and says as. to 
ane sugar: 

“During. the past 5 years the world’s 
cutput of this product has increased from 
3,000,000 to upward of 4,000,000 tons, 
quantitatively the greatest increase ever 
made in any 5-year period in the history 
of this industy. Moreover, for the first 
time in a half. century, the ratio of in- 
crease in the world’s production of cane 
sugar has exceeded that Of sugar mace 
from beets, the percentage of increase jn 
the former product for the 5 years being 
about double that of the latter. The 4 
years from 1900-01 to 1903-4 inclusive, 
were each in its turn record-breaking 
years for the production of cane sugar. 
The previous right record crop (3,500,000 
tons), was that of 1894-95, the crop made 
just before the outbreak of the revolution 
in the most Important producer, Cuba.

A new ruling, which. will be'of interest 
to the wholesale dealers of distilled spirits 
in Atlanta, has been recently announced 
by Commissioner Yerkes, of the internal 


revenue service. A’ copy has been re- 
ceived by the local internal revenue office, 


as follows: 

“On and after January !, 1904, every 
wholesale liquor dealer will be required 
to mark legibly with a ‘stencil plate in 
durable ink of the head of each pack- 
age of distilled spirits filled and stamped 
by ham the present proof of the spirits 
contained in such packages, as indicated 
by the application for stamp to cover 
the same, and as entered in the body 
of the stamp. Such markings will be in 
addition to the markings heretofore pre- 
scribed. and will consist of the. word 
‘proat,’ followed by the numerals denoting 
the present proof, which will be applied 
to the head of the package, close to the 
left hand margin of the S&maap and par- 
allel thereto.” 

On and after the date above mention- 
ed the number of the stamp affixed to 
each wholesale Hqnor dealer's package 
will be marked on the head of the pack- 
age in the manner above required in the 
case of proof, preceded by the word 
“stamp’’ close to the right hand margin 
of the stamp and parallel thereto, the ar- 
rangement of the marks denoting proof 
and stamp, number of wholesale liquor 
dealer’s packages to be the Same as now 
required in the case of rectified packages.

POLICE BUSY 


WITH MANY JAGS | 


Nearly One Hundred Arrests 
Were Made Yes- 
terday.

Over one hundred cases were made by 
the police yesterday between th® hours 
of 8 o'clock in the morning and 5 o'clock 


the afternoon. 

This is an unusual record for Sunday. 
Generally there are only a few arrests 
for drunkness on the Sabbath, those who 
tank up on Saturday night either getting 
pulled on that night or are forced to 
lay up at home on Sunday. 

“Tt is a most astonishing record,’’ re- 
marked Station Sergeant Mitchell last 
night. “When I was coming through 
the business section of the city to go 
on duty at 4 g’clock I-saw crowds of 
half drunkeg men, They were not quite 
drunk enough to get afrested, but just 
full enough to show they were either 
tapering on or off a jag. It must be the 
weather. The cloudy. damp day prob- 
ably had a peculiar depressing effect on 
the nerves of those who partake and 
caused many of them to load up. I 
never saw the city prison as full of men 
arrested for being drunk On. Sunday be- 
fore in my life.”’ 

There were not many arrests on Satur- 
day night. The docket shows that not 
more than a dezen men and women were 
locked up Saturday night for being drunk 
on the street; but when the Sabbath 
dawned the patrol wagons began to foll 
and load after load of prisoners was 
taken to the barracks. The larger num- 
ber Of drunken men were white, which 
is also unusual. 

There: was little or no disorder ihsiainl- 
eg with the drunks. The men _ simply 
tanked up until they couldn’t navigate. 

The fact that there was so many Sun- 
day drunks does not carry with it the 
supposition that blind tigers were at 
wotk; for men who drink on Sundays 
get their “boeze’’ on Saturday night. 

Reeorder Broyles recently vaised the 
price of a Sunday drunk from 
five dollars and costs to ten dollars 
and costs. He thinks a Sunday 
drunk is worth twice as much as 
a week-day drunk. 
on the streets gn the Sabbath,’ he says, 
“are a -much‘- greater nuisance than 
those who stagger about in public places 
during the week, for on Sunday ladies 
and children are out walking and they 
must be protected.”’ 

If all the drunken men arrested yester- 
day are fined ten seventy-five the cash 
receipts from this source alone for one 
day will, be about one thousand and 
sev enty-five doHars.

No, if vou 
cannot hope for it, you cannot base faith 
on it. ‘Faith is the assurance of things 
honed for.’ 

“Let us take wp the doctrine of end- 
less damnation. You never saw any man 
that really expected jt for himself, unless 
it might be a crazy man, and not even 
a crazy man desireg it. [lf you cannot 
desire it, vou cannot hope for it, hence 
there is no hope in the doctrine. ‘And 
now let us trv our faith—this anchor 
hope in the Universalist belief.

All families have this 
desire for each member. Love is the sun 
that just shines and shines on everything 
in its path, not merely on one garden, 
but on a million.

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Rev. Dr. W. W. Landrum preached 
yesterday morning from the text, “‘My 
Jewels,’ Malachi iii, 17: ‘‘And they shall 


be mine, saith the Lord of hosts, in that 


, day when I make up my jewels.” 


Dr. Landrum said: 

“Malachi, though the last of the proph- 
ets, was a modern man, though removed 
from us by many centuries, he dwelt in an 
age in some respects resembling our own. 
Revelation for the time being was com- 
plete. Miracles were at an end. Prophe- 
cles ceased. The word of God. the provi- 
dence of God, the spirit of God, speaking 
through the intellectual and ‘moral fac- 
ulties, were the spiritual equipmeyt of the 
peoplej even as they are ours, There 
was no open viSion. 

“The times of the prophet were those of 
religious declension. Many of the profes- 
s9rs of religion were not possessors of 
religion. Within the circle of nominal 
believers were the agnostics and the ma- 
terialists like those who today throw 
over faith and duty their paralyzing hand. 
The masses treated God with indifference 
or maligned His character as harsh, un- 
unfeeling. . 

“In such ansxera, when apostates do 
most abound, the faithful elect are con- 
spilcuous ‘because of their = singularity. 
They are the stars shining in the night 
of religious gloom. ‘They are like the old 
guard of Napoleon, who might die, but 
would never surrender. Others slandered 
God, saying: ‘it is vain to serve God, 
and what profit is it that we have kept 
tlis ordinance, and that we have walked 
mournfuily before the Lord of hosts? 
And now we call the proud @appy, they 
that work wickedness are set up: yea 
they that temovot God are even delivered.’ 

“With such blasphemous kickers and 
complainers the elect had no sympathy. 
They felt for them abhorrence and dis- 
gust. The faithful] got together. ‘Then 
they that feared the Lord spake often one 
to another and: the Lord hearkened and 
heard it, and a book of remembrance was 
written before Him for them that feared 
the Lord*® and that thought upon His 
name.

“JehoVah’s jewels are not materia!. The 
inventory of hi&X wealth consis®s not in 
the cathedrals ard colleges and orphan- 
ages and charitable institutions which His 
disciples have-.raised in His honor, God's 
victories. are not ing the coffers of so- 
called Christian nations, nor in the eapi- 
tal in the hands of His millions of dis- 
ciples, some of whom are the multi-mil- 
lionaires of the earth. What, then? 

“You remember the classic story of the 
Roman matron Cornelia, Cornelia, the 
mother of the Gracchi. Wealthy women. 
guests in her drawing room, were proudly 
exhibiting their bracelets and earrings 
and telling of their cost and value, while 
Cornelia listened. When all had played 
their part in vanity fair. the Roman 
mother called for and introduced her chil- 
dren. Pointing to them with a smile, she 
declared, ‘These, ladies, are my jewels.’

Some are very pleasant and delightful: 
There are those who blossom into beauty 
in the sunlight of prosperity.. There are 
othefs who afford no sweet perfume of 
faith and hepe till pressed by the fingers 
of adversity, affliction and bereavement. 
Daylight developes some vegetatfn, but 
darkness must come for the night-bloom- 
ing cereus. Peace and quietude are al- 
lowed some humble natures, and they do 
wel] in such an environment. For others 
there must be the shock of battle and the 
clash of arms. A few may grow in grace 
as ihey grow in wealth. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of us, I am persuaded, could 
have no greater eurse than wealth, be- 
cause, like a millstone, it would sink us 
in a sea of misery.
